“Property owners interested in keep- 
ing these roads in the Phase 12 project 
must visit the Water District office im- 
mediately and sign up,” Water District 
Manager Cindy Montgomery said Mon- 
day. “The selection process depends on 
new customers signing up to acquire the 
service. Don’t let your road be dropped 
for lack of signers.” 

The cost is $590.00 for tap-on fee and 
the deposit is $50.00. 

“Interested residents can come into 
the office today and pay their tap-on fee 
in full or let us work out a payment to 
fit their needs,” Montgomery said. 

The water district office is located at 
408 Prestonsburg Street, the former 
Kennedy Library building. 

Montgomery said that anyone with 
questions may call the office anytime at 
743-1204 Monday through Friday from 
8:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. 

Montgomery urges residents not to 
forget the Dec. 21 signup deadline.

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Latest ARH offer unlikely 
to be approved, union says

After a day-long meeting last 
Friday with the Kentucky and 
West Virginia Nurses Associa- 
tion union, Appalachian Re- 
gional Healthcare officials pre- 
sented a comprehensive contract 
proposal to the union with the 
request that they take it to the 
nurses for a vote by Tuesday, 
December 4. 

ARH said the four-year con- 
tract proposal includes modifica- 
tions to items the union says are 
strike issues, including a return 
to the original successorship 
clause language from the previ- 
ous contract that expired on Sep- 
tember 30. The offer is contin- 
gent upon ratification on or be- 
fore Tuesday, December 4. 

“We believe this comprehen- 
sive proposal addresses the 
union’s issues and offers our 
nurses the most competitive 
wage and benefit package in the 
region,” said ARH President and 
CEO Jerry W. Haynes. 



On Monday of this week, a 
day before the requested vote, 
the nurses union issued a press 
release in which they termed 
ARH’s proposed agreement an 
“outrageous insult not likely to 
be accepted by the union.” 

Registerered nurses repre- 
sented by the union have been on 
strike since Oct. 1 . 

Union officials said the ARH 
proposal makes no assurance that 
any of the striking nurses will 
ever be allowed to return to work 
and makes clear that current re- 
placement nurses are now con- 
sidered by ARH to be permanent 
replacement workers. 

The press release quoted 
union officials as saying that 
ARH has also demanded as a 
condition of the settlement that 
the nurses union make an un- 
qualified and public 
acknowledgement that the strike 
was from the inception and at all 
times thereafter an economic 



strike. The nurses have consis- 
tently stated that the strike was 
triggered by unfair labor prac- 
tices by ARH which resulted in 
staffing inadequate for safe pa- 
tient care. 

The National Labor Relations 
Bord has agreed to hear the un- 
fair labor practices charges. 

“This proposal is an outra- 
geous insult to every nurse on the 
picket line fighting for safe pa- 
tient care,” said KNA lead nego- 
tiator Pat Tanner. “Nurses are 
ready to bargain and go back to 
their jobs the minute ARH agrees 
to make safe patient care a prior- 
ity and work with us to come up 
with a solution.”

Organizing State Agencies; 
Labor To Be Rewarded?

Every new Kentucky gover- 
nor takes office with favorite 
ideas about how the sprawling 
state government organization 
can be changed to save money 
and improve delivery of services 
of taxpayers who pay the bills 
here. 

Ernie Fletcher reorganized the 
government structure four years 
ago. Paul Patton did it over the 
course of two terms. Going back 
to a major reorganization by 
Wendell Ford more than 30 years 
ago, a succession of governors 
has put their own individual 
stamps on the state organiza- 
tional chart. 

Governor-Elect Steve Beshear 
will be no different. In fact, last 
week he said he plans eventually 
to create a labor cabinet and a 
cabinet for energy independence. 

Labor, of course, has been a 
cabinet-level agency before. To- 
day, under Fletcher’s agency or- 
ganization, it is a department 
within the sprawling environ- 
mental and public protection 
cabinet. 

That particular cabinet began 
life as the cabinet for natural re- 
sources and environmental pro- 
tection, with departments relat- 
ing to its purpose - the protec- 
tion of Kentucky’s air, land and 
water from pollution in all its 
multiple forms. 

When Fletcher took office in 
2003 and put together his cabi- 
net organization, he expanded 
enormously the agency under the 
environmental cabinet’s um- 
brella to include just about any 
and all state regulatory functions. 

So the state’s top environmen- 
tal enforcer - the secretary of the 
environmental and public protec- 
tion cabinet - also oversees en- 
forcement of state liquor laws, 
horse races, boxing and wrestling 
matches, recreational vehicle and 
mobile home standards, banks 
and insurance companies. And 
the department of labor as well. 

Yes, the secretary has depart- 
ment heads who run the day-to- 
day operations of their agencies 
and make many key decisions. 
But critics from the beginning 
have wondered about how a cabi- 
net secretary knowledgeable and 
interested in the often arcane 
laws and regulations that govern 



insurance companies and the 
medications that legally can be 
used on race horses. Even attor- 
neys’ eyes glaze over at the com- 
plexities of workers compensa- 
tion laws, unless they happen to 
specialize in that lucrative prac- 
tice.

Todd Duvall, longtime opin- 
ion page editor for The State 
Journal in Frankfort, whose 
weekly editorial columns have 
appeared regularly in The Lick- 
ing Valley Courier for several 
years, died unexpectedly on Sun- 
day. He was 60. 

Mr. Duvall’s passing “leaves 
a big hole in our newsroom,” said 
Carl West, editor of the State 
Journal. 

“He had been our editorial 
compass for government and 
public affairs,” West said. “His 
editorials kept public officials on 
their toes, from magistrates on 
the county level to the governor’s 
office. He wrote editorials with 
authority.” 

Mr. Duvall had worked for the 
paper for 30 years. 

“He had a sense of right and 
wrong about the behavior of pub- 
lic officials at all levels, and he 



would say . . . T will let them 
know it when I think they are 
misleading.’” 

Former governor Julian 
Carroll of Frankfort, now a state 
senator, described Mr. Duvall as 
“highly respected in the Frank- 
fort community. He was the kind 
of citizen any community would 
love to have. He is very well 
known for writing in a human 
way.” 

A native of Finchville and a 
Vanderbilt University graduate, 
Mr. Duvall had won awards from 
the Kentucky Press Association 
and the Society of Professional 
Journalists. He was a member of 
the Finchville Baptist Church and 
a board member of the Kentucky 
Book Fair.

As for a cabinet-level agency 
dedicated to energy indepen- 
dence, it is an interesting idea at 
a time when $ 100/barrel oil is be- 
ing predicted and a $3/gallon 
gasoline apparently is here to 
stay. 

But it is also doubtful Beshear 
can or even wants to wean Ken- 
tucky off of its dependence on 
electrical power generated with 
Kentucky coal or convince 
automakers with plants through- 
out the state to double the gas 
mileage on all their products. 

At best, such an agency will 
be largely educational in nature. 
Whether that is worthy of a seat 
in the governor’s executive cabi- 
net is up to the new governor to 
decide. 

So far, Beshear’s cabinet ap- 
pointments have represented men 
and women with experience in 
the jobs they will perform. No 
surprises or especially controver- 
sial selections. 

In the days before his Dec. 1 1 
inauguration and the weeks lead- 
ing up to Jan. 1, Beshear will be 
working to complete as many of 
those appointments as possible to 
make for a smooth transition 
from the outgoing administra- 
tion. 

It is worth a reminder, how- 
ever, that at this time four years 
ago, much the same was being 
said of Ernie Fletcher’s new ap- 
pointees, none of whom are left 
to turn out the lights. It did not 
work out quite the way they en- 
visioned it.

Hughes said university re- 
sources can initiate positive 
change in local communities. 

“MSU wants to hear what 
people have to say,” Hughes said. 
“We are excited about this oppor- 
tunity to be active participants in 
the community. There is great 
opportunity in Morgan County, 
and we want citizens to tell us 
how the university can improve 
the community’s quality of life.” 

Rudy, who moderated the 
questions and comments session, 
said the university is currently 
taking inventory of local assets. 

“There are good things hap- 
pening in Morgan County,” Rudy 
said. “There are also good things 
happening at MSU that Morgan 
County and other communities in 
the region can benefit from. We 
want to know the people who 
need to come to the table to make 
that happen.” 

The evening’s first comments 
were from husband-and-wife en- 
trepreneurs Tom and Gretchen 
Pickerall, whose Boomer Trikes 
firm is housed in the CRE busi- 
ness incubator. 

“Many citizens do not know 
about the CRE’s programs,” 
Gretchen Pickerall said. “People 
need to know what is going on 
here and what this building is for. 
The center should make training 
workshops available to local 
youth; good career options 
should be available to those who 
cannot or do not want to leave 
the the county.” 

Rudy agreed that awareness is 
crucial to the center’s success. 

“Communication is a key is- 
sue MSU plans to address,” Rudy 
said. “We must get CRE on the 
radar screen through heightened 
media coverage. There are sev- 
eral ways to enhance awareness 
including new releases and 
heightened newspaper cover- 
age.” 

Local veterinarian David 
Fugate, of West Liberty Veteri- 
nary Clinic, suggested college 
educators familiarize themselves 
with local communities. 



knew more about the areas where 
some Eastern Kentucky students 
are going home to work, they 
could retool their methods to 
adapt to student needs.” 

Fugate also advocated local 
mentoring programs for high 
school and college students. 

“MSU could match students 
with successful mentors to work 
hands-on,” Fugate said. “There 
should also be credit for volun- 
teer work in one’s chosen field. I 
found in my veterinary training 
that I learned more from volun- 
teering than I did from any class- 



room. 



“I believe professors need to 
fully understand student environ- 
ments,” Fugate said. “Many are 
not familiar with local commu- 
nities outside of their jobs. If they 



Brian Gupton, chief executive 
officer for Kentucky DataSeam 
(a technology firm currently 
partnering with MSU), said MSU 
must entice outstanding students 
to stay in the county. 

“The area’s best and brightest 
will leave Eastern Kentucky,” 
Gupton said. “The trick is getting 
them to come back home. It is 
important to broaden educational 
perspectives for Morgan County 
students and allow opportunity to 
grow and thrive.” 

Prospective business incuba- 
tor tenant Michael Wilkerson, 
who sponsored a youth-oriented 
rock concert at Old Mill Park this 
summer, addressed a perceived 
generational gap in Morgan 
County. 

“Morgan County needs more 
youth activities,” Wilkerson said. 
“It seems many activities in West 
Liberty are geared toward the 
older generation. Many kids in 
Eastern Kentucky are on drugs 
because they have nothing else 
do, and that needs to change.” 

CRE Innovation Center Di- 
rector Johnathan Gay said MSU 
can help local officials balance 
youth and traditional interests. 

“There are several culture bar- 
riers in this area,” Gay said. “I 
believe MSU could help bridge 
the generational gap by talking 
to people on both sides of sides 
of the issue. Working with local 
entities could create quality ac- 
tivities for people of all ages, 
which would strengthen the com- 
munity. 

Judge Executive Tim Conley 
discussed MSU’s role in eco- 
nomic development and the 
county’s labor needs. 

“Morgan County has a great 



relationship with MSU,” Conley 
said. “The Center for Regional 
Engagement is doing a great job 
at promoting economic develop- 
ment, but Morgan County itself 
needs to send people to the fore- 
front to lead the way in entrepre- 
neurship. 

“We also need to bring many 
smaller businesses into the area, 
rather than just one big corporate 
factory employing several 
people. If a factory of that mag- 
nitude went out, there would be 
many people without jobs all at 
the same time. That would cre- 
ate a lot of hardship for Morgan 
County.” 

Conley also called for govern- 
ment cohesion in regional devel- 
opment efforts. 

“Community partnerships are 
very important,” Conley said. 
“But officials also need to col- 
laborate on the local and state 
levels. They should also see that 
everyone shares in the regionality 
- meaning every county gets its 
fair share of industry instead of 
just a few counties.” 

County Attorney Steve 
O’Connor said lack of education 
and health awareness create in- 
sufficient local economies. 

“We have many people in this 
county who are not finishing high 
school,” O’Connor said. “High 
dropout rates and low attendance 
rates are unacceptable. MSU 
needs to help show people the 
value of education, and partner 
with high schools to help stu- 
dents set career goals. 

“There are also many health 
problems in Morgan County, par- 
ticularly diabetes and smoking 
cessation. Health and parenting 
topics are two of the main issues 
we need to tackle here.” 

A MSU student who attended 
the meeting said lack of adequate 



health insurance is an area handi-

“Health care is a major issue 
throughout the region,” the stu- 
dent said.

Before adjournment, Rudy 
thanked all citizens and commu- 
nity leaders for attending the 
event. 

“West Liberty is the smallest 
community in our series of re- 
gional visits,” Rudy said. “How- 
ever, there have been more 
people show up here than at any 
other site. That shows your great 
belief in your community, and we 
thank you for your commitment 
to MSU.” 



Did You Know? 

Wyoming is called the Equal- 
ity State because Wyoming 
women were the first in the na- 
tion to vote, hold public office, 
and serve on juries. The first 
woman justice of the peace was 
Wyoming’s Esther H. Morris in 
1870; the first woman governor 
was Wyoming’s Nellie Taylor 
Ross in 1924. 



LAMPLIGHTER. Although 
the role was sentimentalized in 
the popular 1960 song as “the old 
lamplighter of long, long ago,” 
the person who first lit the gas 
street lamps in West Liberty was 
actually a middle-aged dentist, 
banker and businessman. 

He was Dr. Samuel R. Collier, 
born elsewhere in Kentucky in 
July 1870. As early as 1893, he 
was living in Morgan County, be- 
ing listed as a stockholder of the 
early Bank of West Liberty that 
was incorporated in that year. 

The following federal census, 
taken in 1900, records him as a 
dentist who, with his wife, Lillie 
(born in May 1872), was resid- 
ing in West Liberty. 

Over the next decade, Dr. 
Collier prospered. When Com- 
mercial Bank was organized in 
West Liberty on Jan. 4, 1910, he 
became its president. At that 
time, the town’s population was 
only 600. 

By the following year, Dr. 
Collier was engaged in another 
enterprise. Having become a 
driller of natural gas, he installed 
West Liberty’s first gas lines, 
with street lights that were large 
glass-globed lamps (like the one 
featured in Selection from Mor- 
gan County History , or that may 
have occasionally been seen in an 
old town photograph. 

According to historical writer 
Helen Price Stacy (in Selections ), 
Collier himself served as the first 
lamplighter, although “later Bill 
Wells of West Liberty went about 
town each evening lighting the 
gas lamps and the next morning 
turning them out... Tom Wells 
helped install the lights.” 

The next year, 1912, Dr. 
Collier and his wife moved into 
their new house on the west side 
of south Main Street. In 1935, 
Lillie Collier, perhaps then a 
widow, sold the property to H.B. 
Murray, prominent West Liberty 
physician. 

Today, apart from the occa- 
sional document (see photo), few 
traces remain of Collier’s once 
significant presence in West Lib- 
erty. The old gas lamps were dis- 
continued long ago, but they still 
flicker when they are called to 
mind, like now, briefly illuminat- 
ing a time past.

Electric Air-to-Air Heat Pumps 

Electric air-to-air heat pumps are basically reversible air conditioners. They 
transfer heat from the air in one location to the air in another. In summer, they 
operate as air conditioners, transferring heat from the home. In winter, they re- 
verse their operation, gathering heat from air outside the home and transferring it 
inside. Most heat pumps deliver conditioned air to the home using ductwork. 

Since heat pumps transfer rather than generate heat, 
they can be extremely efficient, delivering more than 
three times as much heat as they consume in energy. 

In many parts of the country they are the least expen- 
sive way to heat and cool a home. Heat pumps have 
the additional advantages of providing heating and 
coohng in one unit using a single energy source. In 
additional advantages of providing heating and coohng in one unit using a single 
energy source. In addition, heat pumps do not require flues and avoid roof 
penetrations, and associated installations and labor costs. 

Air source heat pump efficiency depends on outdoor temperature. In the heating 
mode, performance drops as the outside air temperature drops. In cold chmates, 
these units require a supplemental heating system which operates during times 
when the unit cannot produce enough heat to maintain the desired indoor 
temperature. Electric resistance back-up is most common, but gas, oil, and LP gas 
back-up heating systems may also be used.

Never leave candles unat- 
tended or place them near com- 
bustibles.

• Replace strips/protectors that 
do not have a built-in breaker, if 
there are any frayed wires, or if 
the unit is not otherwise working 
properly. 

Extension Cords 

• The use of extension cords 
is discouraged and should only be 
used temporarily. 

• Extension cords should be no 
longer than 6’ in length or inte- 
rior use and no longer than 100’ 
in length for exterior use. 

• Extension cords should be 
used in their correct designated 
environment. Interior designated 
extension cords should be used 
inside and exterior designated 
outside.

• The use of multi-plug elec- 
trical outlet adapters to obtain 
more outlets is not recommended. 

• Replace worn or frayed ex- 
tension cords, and discard them. 
Do not run extension cords un- 
der carpets and tile. 

• Whenever possible, unplug 
extension cords when they are not 
in use.

Dr. George R. Minor 




Dr. George R. Minor, M.D., 
died at his home in 
Charlottesville, Virginia, on 
Wednesday, Nov. 28, 2007, at the 
age of 94. 

Born October 18, 1913, in 
Cannel City, Kentucky, he was 
the son of the late Hugh Minor 
and Lillie Faulkner, who were 
both born in Virginia. 

He is survived by his younger 
brother, William F. Minor, his sis- 
ter-in-law, Maureen Minor, his 
niece, Margaret Minor Wood, of 
Boston, his nephews, Richard H. 
Minor, of Dallas, and George M. 
Minor, of Charlottesville, and his 
grandnieces, Kathryn and Nicola 
Wood. 

He attended high school at 
Hazel Green Academy, of Ken- 
tucky, and he spent his first two 
years of college at the University 
of Arizona. He transferred to the 
University of Virginia where he 
received a B.S. in Chemistry in 
1936 and his M.D. in 1940. Dur- 
ing his residency at UVa, he de- 
veloped tuberculosis; he served 
as a staff physician at Blue Ridge 
Sanitarium during his recovery. 

Through these experiences, he 
became interested in surgery, par- 
ticularly thoracic surgery. After 
two years as a thoracic surgery 
resident at UVa, he spent four 
years at the University of Michi- 
gan under the tutelage of Dr. 
Alexander, a pioneer in the field. 
While there, he contracted tuber- 
culosis again and spent six 
months in bed. He went to the 
University of Illinois as an assis- 
tant Professor of Surgery and 
then returned in 1949 to the Uni- 
versity of Virginia as Assistant 
Professor of Thoracic Surgery. 
From 1949 till his retirement in 
1984 Dr. Minor trained scores of 
residents in General and Thoracic 
Surgery. 

In 1953 he performed the first 
mitral valve surgery at UVa and 
was the first to perform several 
other difficult operations between 
1950 and 1954. He and Dr. John 
Guerrant performed the first 200 
cardiac catheterizations at UVa. 
He also established the Endos- 
copy Suite at UVa. He was pro- 
moted to Professor of Thoracic 
Surgery in 1964 and became As- 
sistant Dean of the Medical 
School. 

His professional memberships 
included the American College of 
Surgeons, Society of University 
Surgeon, American Thoracic So- 
ciety and the Virginia Surgical 
Society. 

Dr. Minor traveled widely 
throughout his long life. In 1970 
he was seriously injured in an 
auto accident in Romania and 
was flown home for surgery at 
UVa, after which he endured 
many months of operations and 
rehab. In 1972 Dr. Minor went to 
Tunisia as an exchange Professor 



with Project Hope. He did all his 
teaching in French for two years. 
He was later a consultant in Tai- 
wan, at Chang Gung Memorial 
hospital in Taipei. 

He retired in 1984 and his 
many students and colleagues 
established an endowed Chair of 
Thoracic Surgery in his name. He 
continued to see some of his old 
patients as follow up for some 
time afterwards. 

Dr. Minor was a gourmet 
cook, a world traveler, an excep- 
tional pianist and organist, and 
spoke several languages. He was 
very interested in the genealogy 
of the Minor family and hosted 
an annual family reunion for 
many years. He will be mourned 
by his family and friends, hon- 
ored by is colleagues and remem- 
bered by his patients.

The Supreme Court has 
agreed to take up a case that will 
affect millions of Americans and 
could also have an impact on the 
2008 and could also have an im- 
pact on the 2008 elections. That 
case, Parker v. D.C. , should 
settle the decades-old argument 
whether the right “to keep and 
bear arms” of the Constitution’s 
Second Amendment is an indi- 
vidual right — that all Americans 
enjoy — or only a collective right 
that states may regulate freely. 
Legal, historical and even em- 
pirical reasons all command a 
decision that recognizes the Sec- 
ond Amendment guarantee as an 
individual right. 

The amendment reads: “A 
well-regulated militia being nec- 
essary to the security of a free 
state, the right of of the people 
to keep and bear arms shall not 
be infringed.” If “the right of the 
people” to keep and bear arms 
was merely an incident of, or 
subordinate to, a governmental 
(i.e., a collective) purpose — that 
of ensuring an efficient or “well 
regulated” militia — it would be 
logical to conclude, as does the 
District of Columbia — that gov- 
ernment can outlaw the indi- 
vidual ownership of guns. But 
this collective interpretation is 
incorrect. 

To analyze what “the right of 
the people” means, look else- 
where within the Bill of Rights 
for guidance. The First Amend- 
ment speaks of “the right of the 
people peaceably to assemble . . 
.’’No one seriously argues that 
the right to assemble or associ- 
ate with your fellow citizens is 
predicated on the number of citi- 
zens of the assent of a govern- 
ment. It is an individual right. 

The Fourth Amendment says, 
“the right of the people to be se- 
cure in their persons, houses, 
papers, and effects, against un- 
reasonable searches and seizures, 
shall not be violated . . .” The 
“people” here does not refer to a 
collectivity, either. 

The rights guaranteed in the 
Bill of Rights are individual. The 
Third and Fifth Amendments 
protect individual property own- 
ers; the Fourth, Fifth, Sixth and 
Eighth Amendments protect po- 
tential individual criminal defen- 
dants from unreasonable 
searches, involuntary incrimina- 
tion, appearing v in court without 
an attorney, excessive bail, and 
cruel and unusual punishments. 

The Ninth Amendment pro- 
tects individual rights not other- 
wise enumerated in the Bill of 
Rights. The 10th Amendment 
states, “The powers not del- 
egated to the United States by the 
Constitution, nor prohibited by 
it to the states, are reserved to the 
states respectively, or to the 
people.” Here, “the people” are 
separate from the states”, thus, 
the Second Amendment must be 
about more than simply a “state” 



militia when it uses the term “the 
people.” 

Consider the grammar. The 
Second Amendment is about the 
right to “ keep and bear arms.” 
Before the conjunction “and” 
there is a right to “keep,” mean- 
ing to possess. This word would 
be superfluous if the Second 
Amendment were only about 
bearing arms as part of the state 
militia. Reading these words to 
restrict the right to possess arms 
strains common rules of compo- 
sition. 

Colonial history and politics 
are also instructive. James Madi- 
son wrote the Bill of Rights to 
provide a political compromise 
between the Federalists, who fa- 
vored a strong central govern- 
ment, and the Anti-Federalists, 
who feared a strong central gov- 
ernment as an inherent danger to 
individual rights. In June 1789, 
then Rep. Madison introduced 12 
amendments, a “bill of rights,” 
to the Constitution to convince 
the remaining two of the origi- 
nal 13 colonies to ratify the docu- 
ment. 

Madison’s draft borrowed lib- 
erally from the English Bill of 
Rights of 1689 and Virginia’s 
Declaration of Rights. Both 
granted individual rights, not 
collective rights. As a result, 
Madison proposed a bill of rights 
that reflected, as Stanford Uni- 
versity historian Jack Rakove 
notes, his belief that the “great- 
est dangers to liberty would con- 
tinue to arise within the states, 
rather than from a reconstituted 
national government.” Accord- 
ingly, Mr. Rakove writes that 
“Madison justified all of these 
proposals (Bill of Rights) in 
terms of the protection they 
would extend to individual and 
minority rights.” 

One of the earliest scholars 
of the Constitution and the Bill 
of Rights, Supreme Court Justice 
Joseph Story, confirmed this fo- 
cus on individuals in his famous 
“Commentaries on the Constitu- 
tion of the United States” in 
1833. “The right of the citizens 
to keep and bear arms,” Story 
wrote, “has justly been consid- 
ered, as the palladium of the lib- 
erties of republics, since it offers 
a strong moral check against the 
usurpation and arbitrary power 
of rulers ...” 

It is also important to consider 
the social context at the time of 
the drafting and adoption of the 
Bill of Rights. Our Founding 
Fathers lived in an era where 
there were arms in virtually ev- 
ery household. Most of America 
was rural or, even more accu- 
rately, frontier. The idea that in 
the 1780s the common man, liv- 
ing in the remote woods of the 
Allegheny Mountains of western 
Pennsylvania and Virginia, 
would depend on the indulgence 
of his individual state or 
colony — not to mention the new 
federal government — to possess 
and use arms in order to defend 
himself is ludicrous. From the 
Minutemen of Concord and Lex-

tias marched into battle with pri- 
vately-owned weapons. 

Lastly, consider the empirical 
arguments. The three D.C. ordi- 
nances at issue are of the broad- 
est possible nature. According to 
the statute, a person is not legally 
able to own a handgun in D.C. at 
all and may have a long-gun — 
even in one’s home — only if it 
is kept unloaded and disas- 
sembled (or bound with a trig- 
ger lock). The statute was passed 
in 1976. What have been the re- 
sults? 

Illegal guns continue to be 
widely available in the district; 
criminals have easy access to 
guns while law-abiding citizens 
do not. Cathy I. Lanier, Acting 
Chief of Police, Metropolitan 
Police Department, was quoted 
as follows: “Last year (2006), 
more than 2,600 illegal firearms 
were recovered in D.C., a 13% 
increase over 2005.” Crime rose 
significantly after the gun ban 
went into effect. In the five years 
before the 1976 ban, the murder 
rate fell to 27 from 37 per 
100,000. In the five years after it 
went into effect, the murder rate 
rose to 35. In fact, while murder 
rates have varied over time, dur- 
ing the 30 years since the ban, 
the murder rate has only once 
fallen below what it was in 1976. 

This comports with my own 
personal experience. In almost 
14 years as prosecutor and as 
head of the Homicide Unit of the

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Wayne County (Detroit) 
Prosecutor’s Office, I never saw 
anyone charged with murder who 
had a license to legally carry a 
concealed weapon. Most people 
who want to posses guns are law- 
abiding and present no threat to 
others. Rather than the availabil- 
ity of weapons, my experience is 
that gun violence is driven by 
culture, police presence (or lack 
of same), and failures in the su- 
pervision of parolees and proba- 
tioners. 

Not only does history demon- 
strate that the Second Amend- 
ment is an individual right, but 
experience demonstrates that the 
broad ban on gun ownership in 
the District of Columbia has led 
to precisely the opposite effect 
from what was intended. For le- 
gal and historical reasons, and for 
the safety of the residents of our 
nation’s capital, the Supreme 
Court should affirm an individual 
right to keep and bear arms.

FRANKFORT, Ky. - Ken- 
tucky Department of Agriculture 
staff recently trained Kentucky 
State Police troopers on an all- 
terrain vehicle safety course de- 
signed to stem the tide of ATV 
deaths and injuries in the Com- 
monwealth. 

KSP assigned 18 troopers to 
take the four-hour training at state 
police headquarters in Frankfort. 
One trooper was selected from 
each KSP post to learn to teach 
ATV riders in their respective 
area how to ride safely and reduce 
the risk of accident. Dale Dob- 
son, KDA farm and home safety 
program coordinator, conducted 
the program. 

“Kentucky led the nation in 
ATV deaths between 2002 and 
2005,” Agriculture Commis- 
sioner Richie Farmer said. “That 
simply is not acceptable. That’s 
why I’m pleased to work with the 
Kentucky State Police to spread 
the word that you can ride an 
ATV safely and still have fun. 
That’s also why I will ask the 
General Assembly to appropriate 
$250,000 for the department to 
take our ATV safety course state- 
wide.” 

KSP Commissioner Jack 
Adams said state police look for- 
ward to working with Commis- 
sioner Richie Farmer and his de- 
partment to reduce ATV fatalities 
in Kentucky. 

“Youth under the age of 16 
account for one-third of the ATV 
fatalities in our state,” Commis- 
sioner Adams said. “These are 
senseless tragedies that can be 
avoided through the implemen- 
tation of an effective ATV safety 



program. Kentucky State Police 
is committed to this partnership 
to bring the importance of ATV 
safety to the forefront.” 

Even though ATVs are off- 
road vehicles, law enforcement 
officials have received increased 
complaints about ATVs Ken- 
tucky roadways. 

Capt. Tim Lucas, commander 
of the Highway Safety Branch, 
contacted the Department of Ag- 
riculture about its ATV training 
course for KSP. 

“Once an ATV travels on to a 
roadway, it becomes an enforce- 
ment issue. We have troopers in 
eastern and western Kentucky 
who have to deal with this fre- 
quently,” said Lucas. 

“We feel our time can be used 
proactively by addressing this is- 



sue with a training program that 
is proven and effective. Our goal 
is to have troopers trained to ad- 
minister the ATV safety program 
and take it back to their respec- 
tive post areas.” 

Twenty-four people have died 
in ATV-related accidents since 
Jan. 1, the state police reported. 
Of those fatalities, 20 victims 
were not wearing helmets or pro- 
tective gear. The Consumer Prod- 
uct Safety Commission said 
136,700 people nationwide were 
injured while riding ATVs last 
year.

Lor only the fourth time in 
school history, the University of 
Kentucky is headed to back-to- 
back bowl games. 

The good news is that UK is 
going bowling. Die-hard Cats 
fans know that playing a post- 
season football game is a treat 
usually reserved for once every 
six or seven years. Of course, the 
bad news is that we got spoiled 
through the first half of the sea- 
son. After winning six of its first 
seven, UK had a #8 national 
ranking and the odds-on favorite 
(Andre Woodson) to win the 
Heisman Trophy. Suddenly, 
Wildcat fans were dreaming of a 
SEC championship and a BCS 
bowl. 

But then reality smacked the 
Cats square in the face. Rich 
Brooks and company dropped 
four of their last five to finish at 
7-5 — a record quite remarkable 
when you consider the schedule. 
But also a mark that leaves Ken- 
tucky fans wondering just what 
might have been. 

Still, there is a bowl game to 
play against one of college 
football’s most storied programs.

“We’re excited to play a qual- 
ity opponent such as Llorida 
State,” Brooks said on Monday.

Believe it or not, UK leads the 
all-time series with Llorida State 
(3-1-1). However, the two teams 
have never met in a bowl game. 
The Wildcat players are plenty 
anxious to get a shot at the Semi- 
noles. 

“When you think about 
Llorida State, you think about 
national championships,” senior 
Wildcat Keenan Burton said. “To 
play them, all you can do is get 
excited. If you can’t get excited 
for this then you don’t have a 
pulse.”

As of Monday of this week, 
Kentucky deer hunters had har- 
vested 101,303 white tail deer, an 
indication that the state’s deer 
herd remains strong and healthy. 

In Morgan County, hunters 
had tagged a total of 906 deer, as 
of Monday. The total included 
489 bucks and 417 does, of 
which 782 were harvested dur- 
ing the modern firearms seasons, 
60 were taken with muzzle-load- 
ers, 51 with bows and arrows, 
and 13 by crossbow hunters. 

The deer kill as of Monday in 
counties adjoining Morgan was 
as follows: 

Wolfe, 313; Elliott, 391; 
Menifee, 350; Rowan, 515; 
Johnson, 483, and Lawrence, 
1,302.

Elliott better than advertised, 
beat Cougars 102-59 

Faulkner twins combine for 43 points; 
Morgan’s Ferguson scores game high 33

Defending 16th region cham- 
pion Elliott County played like a 
team with visions of a state title. 
Jonathan Ferguson scored 31 
points and twins Ethan and Evan 
Faulkner added 26 and 17, re- 
spectively, as the Lions beat Mor- 
gan County in West Liberty, 102- 
59. 

Elliott wasted no time in light- 
ing up the scoreboard. Ferguson 
and Evan Faulkner knocked down 
a combined four three-point bas- 
kets in the first quarter alone as 
the Lions grabbed the early 26- 
15 lead. 

Ferguson did the bulk of his 
damage in the second period, 
scoring 13 points including a 
breakaway basket to give his team 
a 41-25 lead. The Lions would 
extend their lead to 1 8 points by 
intermission. 

“They just shot the lights out,” 
Morgan County Coach Matthew 
Perry said. “Obviously, we helped 
their cause with a few turnovers, 
but this is a team that will make 
you pay.” 

Elliott continued to run-and- 
gun in the second half. Seven 
players scored in the third quar- 
ter, led by eight points from Ethan 
Faulkner. Jonathan Ferguson led 
the offense with an eight-point 
fourth quarter, including a pair of 
three-point baskets. 

Morgan County’s Brandon 
Ferguson did all he could to keep 
his team close. The senior for- 
ward consistently attacked the 
basket, both in transition and the 
half-court set. After scoring 13 in 
the first half, he accounted for 1 1 
more in the third quarter. 
Ferguson led all scorers with a 
game-high 33. 

“At times, Brandon looked 
like a man among boys out there,” 
Perry said. “I felt like some of our 
kids played scared, but not Bran- 
don. He took it right to Elliott and 
tried to keep us in the game. I was 
real proud of his effort.” 

Ferguson finished with 10 re- 



bounds to go along with his ca- 
reer-high scoring effort. Stephen 
Barnett had 10 points, while Tyler 
Adkins added six. Cameron Dunn 
and Logan May scored five 
apiece. 

The Lions followed up their 
43 -point win over Morgan with a 
132-64 blowout of Greenup 
County on Saturday. Again, it was 
Jonathan Ferguson leading the 
way with 29 points, while Evan 



Faulkner and Timmy Knipp 
added 21 and 20 points, respec- 
tively. 

Ethan Faulkner finished with 
a triple-double - scoring 13 
points to go along with 18 assists 
and 10 rebounds. 

“They’re probably one of the 
top five teams in the state,” Perry 
said. “It’s going to take one heck 
of an effort to beat them. They’re 
just that good.”

Christmas History 



The most joyous day in Chris- 
tian history is closely connected 
to ancient rituals. In fact, mid- 
winter holidays have been cel- 
ebrated since long before the 
birth of Christ. 

In Scandinavia, the Norse cel- 
ebrated Yule from Dec. 2 1 , which 
is the winter solstice, through 
January.

St. Nicholas is believed to 
have been a monk born in mod- 
ern-day Turkey in 280 A.D. Many 
legends surround St. Nicholas, 
who was revered for his kindness 
and purity. It is believed that St.

Over the centuries, St. Nicho- 
las legends sprouted and took 
hold.

The day of 
his death, Dec. 6, is considered a 
lucky day to make big purchases 
or get married. Children receive 
gifts on Dec. 6 in many countries.
